Tulare county citrus nurseries 
are now growing some of the best 
citrus trees in the state. Through 
the cooperation of the Citrus Ex- 
periment station of the University 
of California, the University of 
California at Los Angeles, division 
of subtropical horticulture, the 
Agricultural Extension service, 
and cooperative citrus growers a 
program of propagating the most 
promising rootstocks and tops is 
well under way. 

Because the quarantine laws of 
the State of California prevent 
movement of nursery trees from 
Southern California into Tulare 
county a strong impetus has been 
given local nursery production. 
This restriction may be a blessing 
in disguise, since it has encour- 
aged the widespread trial of the 
best varieties now available. Fur- 
thermore, these trials show that 
county growers can grow trees 
second to none.

STRATHMORE HIGH SCHOOL DEVELOPING 
SCHOOL FARM THROUGH COOPERATION 

We like the way that Strathmore High school is developing a 
school farm, because the job is being done over a period of years 
through community cooperation between public officials, the school 
administration and individuals within the community. . 

This cooperation started three years ago when agreement was 
reached between the high school and the Strathmore Utility district 
to use Utility district land at the sewage plant west of town as a 
school farm. After two years, in which the land has been dry-farmed, 
further cooperation between the Utility district, the school admin- 
istration and Ralph Royster, a school board member, rancher and 
land leveling contractor, has resulted in the leveling of 26 acres, 
completed on a cost basis last week, and the seeding of irrigated pas- 
ture and alfalfa. 

Next step, and we have no doubt but that it will be accomplish- 
ed, is the development of facilities at the farm for handling livestock 
and for student projects, with the Strathmore Future Farmer chap- 
ter already running a herd of Sears Roebuck Foundation sheep on the 
farm and planning to establish a commercial beef cattle project. And 
there are other plans, even beyond these. 

Strathmore high school is a comparatively small school; its fi- 
nances for such things as school farms are definitely limited. But 
apparently, the school and the community have unlimited imagina- 
tion, plus a will to do. And because of this imagination and this will 
to do, Strathmore is going to have a school farm — and a good one. 

Cost will run in the hundreds of dollars, compared to the thou- 
sands and thousands of dollars that larger schools seem to think is 
needed before a school farm project can be even considered. 

I It’s good to see a school and a community move ahead as Strath- 
more is doing, not trying to start with everything, but taking the 
things that are available and within means, doing the best that can

However, in the past 25 years, 
disease has increased until it is 
no longer possible to find alfalfa 
fields 19 or 20 years old. Most 
of the loss has been due to bac- 
terial wilt. New disease-resistant 
varieties, such as Caliverde, are 
being developed as one answer to 
the problem.

day and there has been a lot of 
questions asked as to whether or 
not it will be legal to start shoot- 
ing one half hour before sunrise 
on the opening day instead of 8 
a.m., as specified in the hunting 
regulation abstract. 

Technically speaking the ans- 
wer is yes but conditions were not 
intended as such. 


If no action is taken on any 
given point by the fish and game 
commission when it meets in 
January of each year to fix the 
fishing the hunting regulations! 
for the ensuing year, then the 
previous year’s regulations con- 
tinue. “3 

Last January the commission 
fixed the pheasant hunting season 
from November 17th to 26th, in- 
clusive, but through an oversight 
did not act on the ‘‘Upland Game 
Shooting Hours’ which conse- 
quently remained as _ they were, 
i. e., the 8 a.m., until sunset 
period of legal shooting for ten 
days actually starting one day 
late, or November 18th, same as 
last year. 


UNFORTUNATE PUBLICITY 

It is unfortunate this mix-up 
reached the public because the 
knowledge not only creates a state 
of confusion, gains absolutely 
nothing, but may actually result 
in arrests and conviction of vio- 
lating a game law. 

This last possibility is based on 
the fact that courts have held that 
it is the intent of the law more 
than technical wording.| The in- 
tent of the law is clear that the 
upland game _ shooting hours 
should be from 8 a.m., until sun- 
set from November 17 to the 26th 
(during the phesant season) and 
then from one half hour before 
sunrise until one half hour after 
sunset for the balance of the sea- 
son on quail, tree squirrels and 
rabbits. We shall personally fol- 
low the intent of the law this 
coming Saturday morning. 


PUBLIC HUNTING GROUNDS 

The following San Joaquin Val- 
ley Cooperative hunting areas 
which actually amount to public 
hunting grounds will be open for 
pheasant hunters Saturday morn- 
ing and for the duration of the 
season at no cost to the sports- 
man: 

FIREBAUGH — 7,000 acres 
open and will accommodate 450 
hunters at one time. Located one 
mile northwest of Firebaugh. 

LOS BANOS — 6,500 acres open 
and will accommodate 320 hunt- 
ers at one time. Located seven 
miles east and six miles north of 
Los Banos. 

Hundreds of cock pheasants 
will be liberated on these two 
areas just prior to and during the 
ten day season. Accordingly, 
-hunters should be able to bag a 
limit of two the first two minutes 
with the result that no hunter 
will have long to await his turn 
at this ‘‘coop and scoop” hunting, 
meaning birds out of the game 
farm coop then scooped up by the 
hunter. « 


SALMON RUNNING 

Silver side salmon are running 
really good in Tomales Bay just 
off Marshalls. There’s a big sal- 
mon run in the Sacramento river 
too, especially near the mouth of 
Butte Creek where first rate steel- 
head fishing is also being enjoyed.

Ordinary Bread Played Important Part 


Did you know that down 
through the ages, the supply of 
bread —. or lack of it — has 


played an important role in his- 
tory? 

This essential food product was 
the cause of the French Revolu- 
tion. It was the failure of King 
Louis the 16th and Queen Marie 
Antoinnette to heed the cries of 
French mother demanding bread 
that brought on the uprising that 
changed the destiny of that na- 
tion. 

In many parts of the world, 
bread has been considered holy 
and is the subject of many super- 
stitions and fables. 

Bread is believed to be an ex- 
cellent cure for stuttering in 
Morocco. Présent day Egyptians 
think that indigestion” can be 
cured by licking a crust of bread. 

In Madagascar, maidens are 
taught the art of baking bread 
before they are considered eligible 
for marriage. Brides are sent 
back to their parents if they don’t 
know how to bake bread properly. 

Under an old German law, the 
murderer of a baker was punished 
three times as heavily as the mur- 
derer of another man and, in 
ancient Rome, if a citizen mar- 
ried a baker’s daughter, he was 
required by law to become a baker 
himself. 

The importance of bread was 
emphasized rather emphatically in 
Turkey in the 18th Century. There 
was a famine in Turkey at the 
time and naturally there was a 
close supervision of all available 
food supplies. Anyone who tried 
to do a little black marketing in 
bread was dealt with promptly 
and as vigorously as though he 
had committed a capital crime. 

An old English legend says that 
there was only one fortunate sea- 
son for marriage — the period of 
the wheat harvest. At Turkish 
weddings, the groom’s mother is 
obliged to present every guest 
with a crescent roll in order to 

“assure. goodluck to the happy 
couple.”’
